changes on the sizzling Palestine debate in the Security Council ap 
peared this week to promise more stalling. 

Senator Warren Austin reaffirmed U. S. support of the parti- 
tion decision but his adherence to his suggestion for “Big Five” 
consultation, caused ncreased anxety among the Zionist leadership. 

In rapid fire order, the shifting alignments in the battle ove 
Palestine brought these developments:

The United States restated its basic support of the partition 
* decision but stuck to its sharply-criticized proposal for more 
consultation under Big Five auspices. 
2 The Jewish Agency flatly accused Britain before the 
* Council of impeding Jewish defense in Palestine and ducking 
its responsibilities as a member of the U! N. 
Great Britain, in turn, accused the Agency of seeking to create

* a smokescreen for its “moral weaknesses” and warned that the 


Palestine situation would deterioriate into chaos when Britain yields 
the mandate. 

Russia criticized the U. S. resolution and called its proposal for 

* “further consultation” of Big Five members with Jews and 
Arabs “confusing.” the Soviet delegate demanded speedy action. 

“The General Assembly voted partition and the United States 
voted for that solution and still supports it,” Austin said, but he 
added that he stood firm on his resolution of the previous week 
which brought sharp criticisms of “straddic” 
porters. 

Great Britain’s Arthur Creech-Jones, following Austin, laid 
down in unmistakable terms Britain’s total refusal to partici 
pate in any deliberations but reiterated his country’s readiness 
to cooperate with final decisions. 

He said that he hoped the council would find a way to make an 
effective transfer of authority from the mandatory government to 
the U. N. and simultaneously warned that after May 15 Palestine 
“is likely to become disorganized and disintegrated and even more 
violent than now.” 

He then tceok up a charge made Friday before the Security 
Council by Moshe Shertok, speaking for the Jewish Agency. Sher- 
tok had asserted that the British government was guilty of “non- 
cooperation bordering on obstruction.” 

Creech-Jones called the statement “distoriions, suppressions 
and half-truths,” and charged it was an attempt by the Agency 
to divert attention from “its political ineptitude and moral weak- 
ness.’ 

Soviet delegate Andrei Gromyko accepted the United States 
position on consultations among the Big Five on the Palestine issue 
but also urged haste and proposed that the Big Five report be re 
turned to the Council in 10 to 15 days. 

Gromyko slapped the U. S. resolution for proposing more con. 
sultations involving Jews and Arabs and called the 
“complicated and confusing.” ‘ 

He said the implementation committee had all the answers 
obtained by the original U. N. Special Committee and asked the 
United States to delete that part of its proposal. He said he favored 
that portion of the U. S. resolution which accords recognition to the 
implementation demands of the Assembly on the Security Council. 

Shertok took an uncompromising stand in his appearance be- 
fore the Council. 

“The partition plan adopted by the General Assembly is to 
us the last and final compromise and the irreducible minimum 
of acceptibility,” he said. “No reduction of Jewish rights under 
the Assembly's plan, either in territory or in sovereignty, can 
be accepted by the Jewish people.” 

He explained the Agency's attitude on the American proposal 
for a Big Five committee as one of “bewilderment.” The purpose 
of the consultation is not clear. 

“We fear that it may lead to new delays and complications 
which may jeopardize the implementation of the whole plan and 
further exarcerbate the situation in Palestine.” 

Urging quick action toward implementation, Shertok asked the 
Security Council consider a call to member states asking them to 
adopt a policy of supplying arms to those ready to assume respon- 
sibilities for carrying out the partition decision and of denying arms 
to those resisting it.

The editorial, entitled 
“Betrayal” and signed by T. O. Tharckrey, editor 
and. publisher, accused the Administration of hav- 
ing placed “our foreign policy in the tender hands 
of the British Foreign and Colonial Offices” and of 
having embarked ‘on the most dangerous of all con- 
cepts—that whether the General Assembly of the 
Security Council, or both, reached political decisions, 
the United Nations under no circumstances is em- 
powered to enforce them.” 


N. Y. Times Demands Action 


that events call for action on the question immedi- 
ately, the Times. pointed out that present develop- 
ments have already answered the question of 
“whether or not the threat to peace is sufficiently 
grave to warrant the first resort to military mea- 
sures on the part of the United Nations.” 

The New York Herald Tribune termed Mr. Aus- 
tin’s statement “a really stupendous effort to straddle 
an issue which can be straddled no longer.” But, the 
paper pointed out, “as the British learned long ago, 
one cannot attempt to straddle without seeming to 
favor one side or the other and earning the bitter 
enmity of both.”

MARK TWAIN URGED JEWS 
TO USE THEIR VOTING STRENGTH

N the ’eighties, Grover Cleveland ran as Presidential candidate 

against James G. Blaine. In the last week of the campaign, a 
group of Protestant clergymen came to the Blaine campaign head- 
quarters to pay their respects. 

The leader of the delegation of clergy made a liitle flatter- 
ing speech. It was the usual kind of a speech made in these 
circumstances, but there was one sentence towards the end, 
which was different. The speakers referred to the opposition 
Democratic candidate as the representative of “rum, Roman- 
ism and rebellion.” 

Blaine paid only perfunctory attention to the speech, but a ste- 
nographer, who had been sent by the Democrats to trail Blaine, 
copied down the remarks in shorthand, 

x * * 

Had Blaine repudiated this slur on Catholicism? No, the ste- 
nographer’s notes showed that Blaine had simply passed it by 
as one passes by many things, You can’t make an issue of every 
offensive remark. 

But the Irish Catholics did not pass it by. The Democratic 
party headquarters had this slur placarded all over New York. 
And Blaine lost enough votes in New York to lose fhe electoral 
votes of New York and the Presidency. Grover Cleveland 
elected. 

The Irish in America have always possessed this faculty of 
using the vote to shield themselves. It is this group solidarity 
which accounts for the fact that in almost every northern city, 
political party machinery is so often in the hands of the Irish, 
while Jews take almost no active part in politics, 

Jews have seldom displayed political solidarity. "They have 
been wont to boast of this as proof of their patriotism. But does 
it prove anything—is it always the healthy and sound thing the 
Jews think it is. Is not the suffrage designed to protect’ one’s im- 
mediate interests as well as the larger interests which each group 
shares with the others?

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BURY 54 IN COMMON GRAVE AS BRITISH 
REFUSE CORTEGE FOR BLAST VICTIMS

JERUSALEM—The Palestine rabbinate has decided to bury 
the victims of the explosion of Ben Yehuda street in a common 
grave in the ancient tomb of the Sanhedrin, last used during 
the period of the Second Temple. 

The action was taken as a result of the British refusal to 
supply a military convoy for a funeral cortege to the Jewish 
cemetery on the Mount of Olives. Thousands of Jerusalem 
citizens lined the streets as the first burial procession got under 
way for the 54 Jewish men, women and children who lost their 
lives in the outrage. 

Some 30 Arabs were killed and a like number wounded 
when 300 Arabs attempted to overwhelm the Jewish defenders 
of the hospital and university. 

Opening their attack at dawn, the raiders scaled the heights 
under cover of the rough terrain and with Arab mortar shells 
flying overhead. The Haganah permitted the Arab riflemen 
to approach within close range before they opened fire. Within 
a short time the Arabs were in full retreat down the slope.

Michelson told the audience 
that he had been deputized by 
Major Samuel Weiser, head of 
the Legion in Britain, to form 
a branch of the group in South 
Africa. He assailed the opposi- 
tion of the Zionist Federation and 
the South African Board of Jew- 
ish Deputies to the Legion, accus- 
ing them of “irresponsibility and 


more than 
100 refugees, most of whom fled 
from Rumania within the last 
year. The action followed closely 
on the heels of Gen. Lucius 
Clay’s refusal to grant regular 
DP status to approximately 1,000 
recently-arrived refugees from 
Rumania and Hungary. 


It is expected that now these 
refugees will be dependent for 
food on the German government 
and will be compelled to work in 
the German economy like all Gere 
mans.

A Stinking New Policy 


MAY still be too early to determine if November 29, 1947, is 

et to be recorded in Jewish history as a day of bitter memorial 
for frustrated hopes, but events of recent days hardly give cause 
for optimism. Nor does there seem to be any expectation of a re- 
yersal of the trend away from support of the Zionist cause. 

By this time the American statement before the United Na- 
tions with regard to partition and maintenance of peace in Pales- 
tine has been fully analyzed, and all the implica- 
tions pointing to abandonment of the position 
which the United States held three months ago 
are obvious. Yet there we one ominous and re- 
yealing portion of Warren Austin’s address which 
gems to have escaped general attention, though 
it fits smoothly into the already clear British pat- 
fern. Let’s look at it like this. 

Truman, and the administration generally, in- 
duding the State Department, have been under 
terrific political pressure to stand by partition of 
palestine. Responsible leaders of the Democratic 
party have served dire warnings to the party’s national committee; 
the election in the Bronx was a portent; the New York Times cor- 
respondent predicted that in Michigan Truman might even run 
third. Telegrams and letters have continued to clog the Washing- 
ton mails, and they are overwhelmingly insistent on continuance 
of support for Zionism in Palestine. Such pressure, constantly ap- 
plied, is not easy to withstand, particularly when it comes from 
influential non-Jewish groups, as well as from Jews.

WERE THERE to be a counter-pressure group, the govern- 
ment could easily plead inability to satisfy both sides, and could 
thus sidestep any obligation whatsoever. But the Arabs do not 
have the strength, nor do they have the sympathizers in this coun- 
try sufficient to promote such a counter-campaign. And this is 
where Mr. Austin’s speech comes in. In a surprising reversal of 
American stand, it will be recalled, he declared that should armed 
intervention become necessary in Palestine, it must be done after 
consultation among the five major powers—including Soviet Rus- 
sia, The morning after that U. N. session there were surprised 
gasps from many newspapers. That means letting Soviet troops 
into the Middle East, they protested. Aren’t we committed to a 
plockade against Communist expansion, as in Greece and Turkey? 


Popular anti-red hysteria has already been roused to such a 
pitch in this country that any play on the Communist note is sure 
to stimulate a prompt response—and Mr. Austin’s speech has done 
exactly that. Where Americans could not be interested in the Arab 
cause as such, nor even in oil, they could be aroused on the Com- 
munist theme. Here, then, Secretary Forrestal and the State De- 
partment’s Loy Henderson, and the other anti-Zionist schemers in 
Washington have been able to find an issue around which they can 
build a popular anti-Zionist movement, something which has hith- 
erto been impossible in this gountry. 


Of course this fits in very well with the British campaign of 
associating Communism with Zionism at every conceivable op- 
portunity. The canard that 1,000 refugees on recent boats to Pal- 
estine were Communists was a pretty crude one, based as it was 
on the “evidence” that they spoke Russian, yet the publicity given 
the charge in the New York Times and other papers helped im- 
measurably in the smear campaign. In passing, I might note that 
I thumbed back through my files the other day, and found news- 
paper reports from London, dated several months before the two 
ships, the Pan Crescent and Pan York even left port, in hich Brit- 
ish authorities stated that many Communists were expected to be 
among the refugees assembling for the voyage to Palestine: Thus 
the whole thing was a matter of planned British propaganda pol- 
icy, at least consistent. And now the United States is making itself 
aly partner to -the same propaganda by means of the disarming 
but invidious comment that Soviet troops must help police Pales- 
tine. Apparently innocent, this suggestion is deliberately and dia- 
bolically calculated to exploit the present mood of the American 
people, and create the needed counter-pressure group. 


~ WHEN THIS GROUP becomes sufficiently vociferous, as it will 
if the red brush is smearingly applied again and again, our govy- 
emment will be able to throw up its hands in what will become a 
true political dilemma, step out from under ali previous pledges 
and obligations, and still save political face, 
This is the new American-British pattern of operations. Watch 
that red paint fly!

ESSA Polasky is a young woman I have 
known from the time she was a little 
girl in Walnut Hills in our town and I must 
hurry to get her the dolls and other things she 
is asking for. There are a lot of kids who need 
these things and I can’t supply them all. I 
thought I should share this privilege with 
everybody who reads this. 

It really is a privileged break to place a doll 
in the arms of a little girl at Tikvah, which 
is a camp for displaced peo- 
people close by Munich in’ Ger- 
many. Tikvah is Hebrew for 
hope and hope is what the 
people in Tikvah live by. But 
their cltildren are too young 
for the comforts of hope. 
They’d rather have dolls and 
things. 

Miss Polasky has been wor- 
rying her heart much about 
playthings for the kids at 
Tikvah. She is herself a neighbor of Tikvah, in 
Munich, as a social worker for the Interna- 
tional Refugee Organization which took over 
after UNRRA was through. She is a dedicated 
young woman who was a social worker in our 
town until she went to Europe with UNRRA 
after the war and worked there two years. 
She came home wh@h UNRRA was dissolved, 
but there was so much left over to be done and 
now she has gone back to the austerities of 
living in Germany, with IRO, to serve the 
displaced.

Her mother, Mrs. David Polasky, showed me 
a letter which caused the throat to fill up, as 
throats have a way of doing when the guilty 
conscience is admonished by pity. The letter 
was from Pessa who was telling about the 
children at Tikvah. Mrs. Polasky had asked 
her how many children were at Tikvah and 
Pessa had replied: “How many children? Oh, 
my dear mother, so many that we can’t hope 
to give each child a doll. It doesn’t necessarily 
have to be dolls ... anything for groups of 
children . . . drawing paper, colored paper, 
empty spools, colored cords of shoe laces for 
stringing spools, checker games for the older 
ones, ping pong balls. The toys do not have 
to be new, but of course in good condition. 
Blocks, puzzles, stuffed animals—just every- 
thing.” 

Pessa’s mother had been sending bundles of 
her own to Tikvah and asking her friends to 
send also. I told her this shouldn’t be just a 





private matter between friends, though. This 
was for everybody’s conscience—a privilege 
that shouldn’t be kept private. I could let peo- 
ple al over the country in on it. Mrs. Polasky 
thought it was a good idea. A thousand peopl 
might send gifts to the kids at Tikvah. 

That’s how I came to write this piece. 

e 

Pessa Polasky had just been to a Chankah 
party at Tikvah. Chanukah was something spe- 
cial to the people of Tikvah. It told the Tikvah 
people of another time when the hope of Israel 
lay prostrate even in the temple and came 
finally to be bright again in the temple lamps. 
Miss Polasky said she felt a tingling up and 
down her back that evening’ when she heard 
the people of Tikvah camp singing “Hatikvah” 
and looked at their eyes which were bright 
with the hope they were singing of. They had 
seen a pageant of the Maccabee story done by 
the children and they were grateful for the 
hope it gave. 

“The joy on their faces as they watched their 
children and forgot their years of troubles 
Miss Polasky had written, “the silent tears 
they wept when one of the young girls sang 
a Polish song, the shine in their eyes as they 
laughed at a Polish play called ‘Chanukah 
Gelt,’ the pride they felt as the children por- 
trayed Judas Maccabeus and his sons... That 
play was in Hebrew... 

Well, that was Chanukah at Tikvah and, if 
after this, you feel in a mood to send dolls and 
other things to Tikvah, the address is Miss 
Pessa Polasky, IRO, Area 7, APO 407, care of 
Postmaster, New York. 

& 

There can’t be too may toys for Tikvah, as 
I well know from my own grandchildren who 
seem to have their fill of toys but never have 
enough. For the moment I am a man of dis- 
tinction among them when I bring another 
doll, a toy dog, or a tablet of paper for them to 
draw on. I recall how well the readers of this 
column, all around the country did similarly 
last year for Miss Gertrude Richman, a worker 
for UNRRA among the displaced Jews in Ger- 
many. To the credit of the human race I keep 
some letters I received from people who were 
thankful for having been told about the ehil- 
dren in Miss Richman’s camp. 

And, by the way, no package for Tikvah 
should weigh more than 11 pounds. Eleven 
pounds are the post office’s limit for parcels.

POPPY SEED CAKE 
*%4 cup butter 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
whites of 4 eggs 


%4 Cup poppy seeds 
34 cup milk 
142 cups sugar 

3 cups flour 
Soak the poppy seeds in the milk for two hours. Cream butter and 
sugar thoroughly, add poppyseed mixture, and cream again. Mix 
and sift flour and baking powder, and add; beat egg whites stiff, 
and fold in. Bake in three layers in a moderate oven for about 25 
minutes. Spread layers with the following filling: 

2 tablespoons cornstarch yolks of 4 eggs 

dissolved in % cup chopped nuts 

2 tablespoons milk vanilla flavoring 
142 cups milk 16 cup sugar 
Blend the cornstarch to a smooth paste with the 2 tablespoons of 
milk, add the paste to the rest of the milk, and let cook in upper 
container of a double boiler until the mixture is smooth and thick- 
ened. Beat egg yolks with sugar until light and creamy. Gradually 
pour the hot milk onto the beaten yolks, stirring constantly so that 
they do not curdle. Return the mixture to the double boiler, and let 
cook, stirring constantly, until it coats the spoon. Remove from fire, 
let cool, and add chopped nuts and vanilla.

Cut into 2-inch squares, and fold over diagonally to form 
triangles. Prick tops with a fork, place on a greased baking sheet, 
and bake in oven at 350 degrees until light brown. Bring honey to a 
boil, drop cookies into the honey, and let cook, stirring constantly, 
for 3 minues. Add poppyseeds, and let cook, ‘stirring constantly, 
until cookies are well browned. Turn out onto a wet board, pat-out 
and separate the cookies with hands moistened with cold water. 
Chill in refrigerator.

HAVE had my controversies 
with many leaders in the 
American Jewish community, but 
I know of no one with whom I’d 
rather tiff than Stephen S. Wise. 

I was really taken back by the 
sharp and even bitter tone he 
used against The Post, in 
his regular feature, “My View- 

| point,” in The Congress Weekly. 
Rabbi Wise was in high dudgeon 
because The Post held a vote “or 
poll on the question of the most 
important Jewish leaders of 1947 
and Professor Einstein is the 
seventh in the list.” 

The Congress Weekly people 
sent me two marked copies of the 
article, and then of course I re- 
ceived my own copy, and finally 
Rabbi Wise, kind soul that he is, 
sent me the page torn out of the 
issue, with the following note; 
Dear G. M.: 

You might not see what I have 
written in this week’s CON- 
GRESS WEEKLY, so I send it 
to you. Of course, you won't 
agree with it any more than I 
agree with the practice of awards 
and votes.

Yours, 
STEPHEN S. WISE 

Rabbi Wise couldn’t let me feel 
that he meant anything personal, 
and may have felt a little regret- 
ful that his article was so bitterly 
worded, 

But it just so happens that Rab- 
bi Wise was wrong. All wrong. 
Rabbi Wise wrote: 

“My real commiseration goes 
out to The National Jewish Post 
which has made itself responsi- 
ble for such magnificent absurb- 
ity by placing Albert Einstein 
seventh in a list of the important 
Jewish leaders of our country.” 

To get at the fact here is the 
torrect situation. The poll was 
conceived right here in this chair 
and the very first words announc- 
ing it were “Just for fun.” 

In a later issue I used the word 
“friendly” to describe the voting. 
And so it was, merely a poll of 
our readers. Since the ballot was 
printed about four times, any 
reader who was so inclined could 
have sent in four votes, and if 
enough readers had wanted to 
do that, the poll could not have 
been reflective of the real views 
of Post readers.

HE $50,000,000 Golda Myerson came to the 

United States to get in the desperate need 
of the Jewish community in Palestine to pro- 
tect itself, she will get, The Post can report. 

Here are just a few of the large amounts 
which have poured in following Mrs. Myerson’s 
appeal: Los Angeles, $3,000,000; Detroit, $2,000,- 
000; Boston, $3,000,000; Philadelphia, $3,000,- 
000; Cleveland, $2,000,000. By the time you read 
this Mrs. Myerson should have her money, since 
most of the funds are being borrowed from 
banks. This is a historic example of the Amer- 
ican Jewish community rising to meet a crisis. 

While on the subject, it would be no be- 
trayal of confidence to reveal that although the 
Washington conference opening the 1948 U.J.A. 
was not to be a “big gifts” affair, certain ir- 
repressible individuals could not be prevented 
from announcing their gifts. 

Here are a few: 

Jacob Feldman, Dallas, $25,000 in 1947, $50,- 
000 for 1948; Joseph Cherner, Washington, D. 
C., $30,000 last year, $60,000 this year; the 
Los Angeles members, who just returned from 


their flying trip to Europe and Palestine, $115, 
000 in 1947, $230,000 for 1948. Charlies Cohen 
has pledged at least $100,000 this year; last 
year his contribution was $50,000. Abraham 
and Joseph M. Mazer of New York gave $60. 
000 in ’47 and have started off with a $125,009 
gift for 1948. Joseph Katz of Baltimore, the 
advertising man, from $8,000 to $20,000; Ben 
Blumberg of Terre Haute, from $25,000 to 
$50,000. At least several hundred large gifts, 
many larger than those here listed, have been 
announced and all show a commensurate in. 
crease. 

It has been a general concensus of opinion 
that if the drama of the Palestine situation 
could be gotten across to the American Jewish 
community the $250,000,000 could be ‘raised, 
These first gifts, plus the remarkable response 
to Golda Myerson, indicate that U. S. Jewry 
know’ the score, knows the implications of the 
Palestine situation, and this year at least wil] 
sacrifice to contribute its share to the healing 
of the wounds of the Jewish people,

to criticize the manner in which the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary announced its na- 
tional meeting in Chicago to raise funds for 
the institution. The Post’s point was that the 
campaign of the Seminary for operating funds 
was a perfectly legitimate drive and didn't 
need the dissembling propaganda that accom- 
panied the anr suncement.

000 for the Joint Defense Appeal, which means

$10,000,000 this year to try and save their necks, 
The Jewish Theological Seminary and the com.

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Believes Conference Should Not Disband, 
Disagrees With N. J. Post Editorial 


Editor, National Jewish Post, 

I read your editorial about the 
emergency session of the A. J. 
Conference. Permit me to express 
myself on this great important 
matter. 

First of all I do not believe, 
that the “Eastern Seaboard” dele- 
gates will commit any crimes 
against the Jewish communities 
of the U. S. Neither can I under- 
stand, why the western, midwest- 
ern and southern Jews have more 
of a sane outlook on. the total 
American Jewish Community. 
May I ask you where did they 
get the extraordinary prudence, 
which the Eastern Jew miss- 
ing? We have a certain proverb: 
“Avira Dearoh Machkim” which 
means, that the air of the land 
makes wiser, but it applies to 
Palestine only. 

But I’ve never heard about spe- 
cific geographical wisdom here in 
the United States. Yes, it is pos- 
sible that New York will domin- 
ate because of its large delega- 
tion. But there is no other alter- 
native. It is an emergency con- 
ference to save the Conference. 

I do not believe that the best 
way out of it is to close shop. I 
think that the implementation 
committee appointed by the inter- 
im committee under Ezra Sha- 
piro’s chairmanship has a man- 
date from the Chicago fourth ses- 
sion to bring into being the per- 
manent assembly. And if the ma- 
jor organizations which believe 
they have a monopoly on Ameri- 


can Jewry, feel that they still can 
dominate American Jewry by 
blocking and sabotaging the birth 
of such all-embracing body, then 
is is up to the Shapiro Committee 
to ignore them and contact the 
communities direct over the heads 
of the same organizations. 

It is absolutely not wise to give 
up the whole idea and wait for 
another “Monsky” to appear to 
sacrifice again ten years of his 
life to start all over again. Would 
it not be wiser to benefit right 
now from the hard labor of Mon- 
sky digging the ground with his 
own blood to bring American 
Jewry to this point? 

Of course, B’nai B’rith acted ab- 
solutely unforgiveably. The Ei- 
sendrath plan was adopted by the 
Chicago session as it is just to 
please and appease the B'nai 
B’rith delegation. It was accepted 
by the B’nai B’rith leadership full- 
heartedly, and it was just a mat- 
ter of formality to submit it to 
the 63 anonymous committee 
members for their unanimous ap- 
proval! 

Well who is the destructive 
power behind these democratic- 
ally selected 63 ananymous com- 
mittee members. Nobody knows 
who they are and the B'nai B’rith 
high command keeps their names 
a secret. Perhaps it would be un- 
healthy if American Israel would 
find out the names of these re- 
sponsible Ben B’rith who throw 
a monkey-wrench in the wheels 


of American Israel’s unity, feel- 
ing much happier when chaos 
and disorder prevails. 

‘I have good hopes that the 
B’nai Brrith lodges themselves 
will reject this criminal 
decision. And the sooner the bet- 
ter! And therefore, it would be 
a crime if the conference office 
shall give up the whole proceed- 
ings just because some organiza- 
tions are afraid to loose their 
monopoly. Of course, a mail 
poll among the “wise” western 
and southern delegates would be 
helpful if they would not be able 
to attend. It would also do some 
good, if local or regional meetings 
were held similar to the ones held 
before the Chicago session. 

And I would suggest also that 
the committee start negotiations 
with the communities direct, pav- 
ing the road for a permanent 
democratic body. I am sure some 
national organization will sup- 
port the new movement and will 
lend a helping hand. The com- 
mittee wil alsa find local Jewish 
leaders in each community who 
will aid to their utmost. 

But, it seems to me that the 
most discouraging matter is the 
problem of finances. And conse- 
quently it must go through with 
this proposed emergency confer- 
ence, and God bless them with 
courage, enthusiasm and good 
luck for success.

ALL SORTS. of evaluations 
have been made of American 
Jewry and its communal 
and eultural life.

The youth is 
a graduate of Thomas Jefferson High School but never played base- 
ball there because the institution didn’t have a nine. For two years he 
Was a passer and plunger on the school grid team. Several eastern 
colleges were interested in him as a football prospect but he de- 
cided to forego higher learning in favor of making a name for him- 
self eventually in the majors.

JULIE ISAACSON, another Brownsville boy, is taking a crack 
at organized baseball despite the fact that he has failed in three pre- 
vious trials. He will join the Miami Beach Flamingoes of the Flor- 
ida State League.

HE preliminary Educational Conference of the ZOA held lagt 

week was not only very interesting and intellectually stimy. 
lating, it was fascinating. But, viewed from the standpoint of any 
conceivable purpose, it was thoroughly futile. 

Was the purpose to map out a better and a bigger program for 
informing the masses of Zionists in America on the realities of Pa]. 
estine and the Zionist movement? To seek ways and means for 
reaching larger numbers of people? To make them read pamphlets? 
To sée to it that proper literature is issued and disseminated? To 
improve the use of the radio and the lecture platform for that pur. 
pose? To introduce more planning and co-ordination into such work? 

® 

CARL ALPERT delivered a very good paper on that subject, 
But the paper did not arouse any discussion. Nobody seemed to be 
interested in such prosaic matters: nor was there present a suff. 
cient number of people who are in touch with the actual workings 
of Zionist educational programs, 

Was it to map out‘a plan for infusing more Zionist spirit into 
Jewish schools? 

Dr. Dushkin did speak on that subjeet. As far as I know the 
Z.O.A., Dr. Dushkin’s ideas could not be put into practice immedi. 
ately, but if the Educational Department of the Z.O.A. should be 
enlarged, there would be room for such activity. But did anybody 
discuss the feasibility of such work within the immediate or remote 
future? Did anybody point out what the first steps should be? I did 
not notice it. 

The main interest of the conference seemed to center in purely 
academic discussions such as the future of Jewish culture, the past 
of Jewish learning, the nature of Judaism, the relative importance 
of a Jewish Homeland and the Diaspora in the producing of*‘a Jew. 
ish civilization, etc. The Babylonian Talmud, the Jerusalem Talmud, 
the gradualness of change in Jewish practices, the historic continu. 
ity of Judaism, sancta, proto-Judaism, the idea of a Chosen People, 
the idea of the Sanctification of the Name in life and in death, ete, 
etc.—these formed the main topics of discussion. Why, of all places, 
at a Z.0O.A. Educational Conference? Such discussions ought to be 
arranged by Seminaries or Academies or Historic Societies, not by 
the Z.O.A. Incidentally, it was a pity to waste such brilliance on a 
mere handful of some twenty-five or thirty people. 











WHAT WAS the purpose behind it? I was told that Judaism 
and Zionism are identical, so that by discussing Judaism we were 
discussing Zionism. Well, arithmetic is mathematics, and so are 
geometry, trigonometry and the theory of relativity. So that when 
your six-year-old child asks how much is sixtumssix, are you going 
to draw a hypotenuse or get off on a tangent or talk about Einstein’s 
fiddle? 

But let me try to read into this sort of a discussion some im- 
plied purpose. Is Dr. Gordis advocating that the Z.O.A. take over 
every Jewish cultural institution in this country and run it in ae 
cordance with the views expressed at the Conference? There are 
two dfficulties in the way. In the first place, the views expressed 
were so divergent that the question arises, what views? Simon Hal. 
kin’s or Menachem Boraisha’s? Trude Rosmarin’s or Mordecai Kap- 
lan’s? There is no mean difference there, you know .. .In the see 
ond place, is it possible? How are you going to do it? What is the 
first step? How long do you think it will take you? Unless the 
Z.O.A. takes over every institution of learning and every school in 
American Jewry, with the Histadruth Ivrith thrown in, there is 
no point in having theoretic discussions on such topics. 


FOR THE MOMENT, I am not going to discuss Halkin’s views. 
They deserve more than one discussion, and I hope to be able to 
devote to it at least one column. Halkin’s paper is in a class by itself. 

But Boraisha’s, Gordis’s and Kaplan’s views have this in com- 
mon, what ever their differences: they all approach the problems 
of Jewish history in terms of static conditions. They know—or 
think they know—what Jewish life was in 1500, in 1600, in 1750, 
and they have an idea of what it is going to be like and what it 
ought to be like once the Jewish state is established, and there 
is no longer any question of Jewish immigration into Palestine. 
They talk in 1948 as they did in 1928. They don’t seem to envisage 
much change from 1750 to 1999, except a few things outwardly. What 
they don’t see is the terribly dynamic and revolutionary period in 
Jewish history in which we now live and the profound effect it is 
already having on Jewish mentality and Jewish attitudes in this 
country. Who knows how far this period may affect the whole 
future course of Jewish history? These historians don’t seem to 
know history when they see it. They are like students of anatomy 
who can tell every bone in a fish but can’t catch one. 


THE EDUCATIONAL TASK of Zionism today is more like 
catching the fish than like studying its anatomy. There is more 
than a fish to be caught. There is a billow raging around us, swirl 
ing and eddying, a billow of awakened Zionist sentiment which has 
already been harnessed into political activity but which has as yet 
not been canalized into any other course. At least, not consciously 
and intelligently. A tremendous amount of Jewish loyalty has been 
generated. It is a force that has to be harnessed. Left to itself, it may 
find its own course or it may be dissipated. 

With the exception of Simon Herman, no one at the Conference 
said anything which remotely suggested an attempt to evaluate the 
present process in American Jewry. 

And yet, on that very day, former assimilationists in Washing: 
ton, at the U.J.A. Conference, were planning the Jewish State. 
There was more Zionism in Heniy Morgenthau’s address than in 
‘all the show of brilliant erudition at the Z.0.A. Educational com 
clave. I am sure that in Washington they are conscious of the tel 
rible event in Jerusalem that day when bombs destroyed lives and 
property in Ben Yehuda Street, I doubt if there was a Jewish housé 
in America that day where the outrage was not discussed. But, with 
the exception of Emanuel Neumann, no one mentioned it at the 
Z.0O.A. Educational Conference, There it was all sub specie aeternk | 
tate. The blithe Zionist spirits of yesteryear chose to fiddle i 
metaphysics while Jerusalem was burning.

The Play's The Thing . 

OICES have been raised recently asking a simple question: 

Where are aur great men? Where are the Jewish men and 
women who enjoy a national or international reputation, in this 
nour of peril to their people? Where are the Einsteins, the Bernard 
paruchs, the David Lilienthals, the Jack Bennys, the Louis B. 
Mayers, the Hank Gwreenbergs, the Joshua Liebmans, the Al Jol- 
sons? These names are here lumped together not indiscriminately. 
For regardless of the relative merits of their particular brand of 
“greatness,” they all share the one attribute which counts in this 
instance-—they are headliners all. 

The theory behind this question is something like this. The 
Jewish tragedy, particularly its latest version, as it’s being re- 
enacted or at least rehearsed on the already creaky boards of the 
U. N. troupe at Lake Success, is having a bad press. The profes- 
sional critics, bored with the repetitious quality of the piece, are 
turning, with a growing unanimity, upon author and actor alike, 
in complete disregard of the moral theme and its lofty implications. 
This is altogether understandable. For it is in an unw1 itten law, long 
in effect in the theater as well as in politics—and international poli- 
tics is no exception—that morality and uplift as such are not terribly 
important ingredients. Neither plot nor character Cerives much 
strength from this source. The part of the villain, in fact, not in- 
frequently is the more desirable of the roles, and many a tidy and 
lasting reputation has been made by a swaggering “bad man.” 


The part of the Homeless Jew lacks in glamor. His plight, when 
he first made his entrance, held the attention of the audience by 
virtue of the advance publicity rather than by the dramatic quality 
of sheer showmanship. After all, you couldn’t forget that six mil- 
lion of his brethren had perished, or that he had to his credit some 
pretty remarkable scientific and engineering achievements in the 
waste land of Palestine. The audience remembered, and it applauded. 
That the Jew could not long compete for the popular favor with 
such perennial matinee idols as the romantic Sheik of Araby. the 
star-spangled Champion of National Security or the dynamic Mag- 
nate of the Oil Fields, was, or should have been, a foregone conclu- 
sion. The smart money boys saw clearly that their piece could noi 
continue to attract the customers much longer unless some little 
doctoring were done in deference to popular taste. In the shuffle, 
the part of the Jew is being sacrificed for the sake of strengthening 
the plot; the bet is that the public won't mind. What the critics 
and the customers both ask for is good theater, not mora] theater. 


What then can our great men do? All the world’s a stage, 
and showmanship pays off every time. The ladies and gentlemen 
of glamor have no scruples, and rightly so, about coming out in 
the open in behalf of worthwhile causes such as the March of 
Dimes, the Red Cross, Community Chests, etc. Apparently their 
endorsement has value, else it would not be sought so assidu- 
ously. 

We are told, In strict confidence, by the boys with an eye to 
the keyholes and an ear to the grapevine, that our great men are 
not asleep on the job but are doing their full Share behind the 
scenes. We are ceriainly glad to hear that their hearts are in the 
right places, but are rather dismayed to note that their good inten- 
tions are put to such ineffective use. For does not the chief value 
of their services lie precisely in their ability to perform in the lime- 
light? The humble stage technician, the writer, even the director, 
all of them belong behind the scenes, but no actor has ever achieved 
stardom or continued to get applause by failing to strut before the 
eyes of his public, 

. ae 


This is the time when every Jew is called upon to give his 
fullest measure to the cause of his people. If he is with us, he must 
forget his personal likes and dislikes, or even the fact that he may 
be jeopardizing his economic or political career. A timid Jewish 
maid, a score of centuries ago, having become Queen of Persia, at 
first expressed similar misgivings in an hour of peril to her people. 
But her smugness was soon overcome by some harsh words spoken 
unambiguously. 

Our headliners, from the fields of science, radio, politics, base- 
ball, religion, stage and screen, finanee, can no longer afford to 
hide behind the cloak of reticence and self-deprecation. The play's 
the thinng. We cannot escape the fact, sordid as it may be, that a 
home-run by Hank Greenberg is more noteworthy than the death of 
six million Jews in the no longer glamorous gas chambers of Eu- 
Tope, or that a wisecrack by Jack Benny has a higher Crosley rating 
than the heartbreak of a Haganah patrol facing a nest of snipers 
with empty hands, courtesy of the arms embargo imposed by our 
owm government.
